The fish enjoyed the sum- 
mer too. The small rainbows 
averaging 6-9 inches and 3% 


ounces when they arrived . 


now average 13 inches and 
weigh 15 ounces. The 10-13 
inchers now average 17 in- 
ches and some weigh 2 Ibs. 
and 2 ounces. 

Besides being fed twice a 
day by Hatfield, the fish 
snacked often on pellets 
thrown in by visitors. The 
fish did so well losses did not 
reach 200 - the number of 


losses trout farmers con- 
sider normal for raising 
10,000 fish. 

“Most of the fish we did 
lose went during one real hot 
spell,’’ Hatfield said. ‘‘Bar- 
nie Engel (a former DNR 
fish hatchery manager at 
Grayling) really helped 
out.” 

Most of the fish were 
leased from Flowing Wells in 
the spring and will be retur- 
ned early in October. 
Another 250 rainbows now 
ranging from 18 to 27 inches 
were given to the hatchery 
by the DNR. Hatfield said 
hatchery and county of- 
ficials will meet soon to 
figure out what to do with 
these fish. He said it would 


cost too much to keep them . 


at the hatchery because they 
would have to pay a lot tor 
night watchmen during the 
long winter nights. 

Without night watchmen, 


Hatfield said the fish 
wouldn’t last too long. He 
said one option would be to 
board them at Flowing 
Wells. In exchange for keep- 
ing the fish, Flowing Wells 
could keep the eggs the fish 
produced. ~

Wood Permit Sales Picking Up

Sales of $10 DNR wood- 
cutting permits for Crawford 
County are increasing with 
the advance of the fall sea- 
son - traditional wood- 
cutting weather. 

Cindy Thorton, secretary 
at the DNR Grayling Field 
Office, said 800 permits have 
already been sold this year - 
the first year a fee has been 
charged - and quite a few 
woodcutters are still picking 
them up. 

Sales were brisk last week 
and she said expected warm 
weather could bring more 
woodcutters into the DNR of- 
fice. 

Last year about 1400 free 
permits were issued. DNR 
Conservation officers have 
caught several woodcutters 
without permits, but Thorton 
said two other reasons may 
also account for the lower 
number of permits issued so 
far this year. Many cabin 
owners from downstate who 
used to cut a cord of two now 
buy wood instead of paying 
$10 for a permit. The $10 
permit has also cut out the 
persons who used false 
names to obtain five or six 
permits for all the zones 
Now woodcutters 
have to'sign the permit and 
present identification such 
as a driver’s license. 

Woodcutters pick one zone 
out of six in the county for 
their permit and Thorton 
said zones 2 and 5 are 


receiving the heaviest 
demand. Zone 2 contains the 
military ranges north of 
North Down River Rd. and 
Zone 5 covers all the state 
land south of M-72 and west 
of I-75. She said zone 5 may 
be the most, popular right 
now because better roads 
make the wood easier to get 
to there. 

The $10 permit allows 
woodcutters to take five 
standard cords of dead hard- 
wood from April 1 to Dec. 31. 
(A standard cord measures 
eight feet long, four feet 


high, and four feet wide.) 


Only a few Crawford County 
woodcutters have opted for a 
free permit that allows for 5 
cords of pine wood. Thorton 
said a few woodcutters have 
asked for both permits to cut 
a mixture of hardwoods and 
pine. 

This year a map of the 
zone and rules are attached 
to the paid permit. 

“It’s nice because the 
rules come right from Lan- 
sing and it makes for more 
uniform rules for wood- 
cutting across the state,” 
Thorton said, “Many people 
are reading the rules right 
away before they leave the 
office.” 

The rules specifically out- 
line where firewood can be 
cut and how it may be cut. 
Firewood obtained under the 
$10 permit is designated for 
personal use only and can 
not be sold or traded. The 


permit holder is responsible 
for making sure the wood he 
is cutting is on state land in- 
stead of private property. 
Only 100 percent dead trees 
can be cut and they may be 
standing or on the ground. 
Storm or fire-killed trees 
may also be cut with DNR 
permission and tops or other 
wood left over from closed 
timber may be cut with DNR. 
approval. 

When cutting firewood the 
permit holder has to protect 
surrounding live trees from 
injury, can not leave a stump 
higher than the diameter of

convention, and to approve the results thereof at the 
polls; to establish the New State’s southern boun- 
dary line; and to approve and fund a temporary tran- 
sition organization to facilitate these and other at- 
tendant new statehood needs. (The full text is print- 
ed on the reverse side of the petition.) 

The 36 counties that are included in the 
proposal are: Alcona, Alger, Alpena, Antrim, 
Baraga, Benzie, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, Chippewa, 
Crawford, Delta, Dickinson, Emmet, Gogebic, 
Grand Traverse, Houghton, Iosco, Iron, Kalkaska, 
Keweenaw, Leelanau, Luce, Mackinac, Manistee, 
Marquette, Menominee, Montmorency, Missaukee, 
Ogemaw, Ontonagon, Oscoda, Otsego, Presque Isle, 
Roscommon, Schoolcraft and Wexford.

When I learned that the 
taxpayers of the Crawford- 
AuSable School District 
voted down the increase of 
the millage for the new mid- 
dle school, I felt that a grave 
error had been made. Many 
people in the county fail to 
understand that the issue of 
the new middle school is 


’ yery important, and almost 


desperate. It is my feeling 
that the quality of education 
is being threatened because 
of its poor condition. 

The memories of middle 


_ school for myself were good 


ones, I can remember when 
it was a big joke to be sitting 
in class Seven years aog, and 
watch pieces of plaster fall 
onto my classmates heads, 
while the teacher was trying 
to drill our lessons into our 
heads. The stairs were nice, 
because one could jump on 
them and feel the floor 
creak. There was always a 
question in our minds about 
how many times we could 
climb up those things, 
without the stairs falling in 
on us. There was always the 
neat echo in the classrooms 
too. The students in my class 
could hear the teacher lec- 
ture three or four times, 
before the sound stopped 
traveling around in the 
rooms. 

I would like to remind the 
taxpayers that all of this was 
going on seven years ago. 
Buildings do not improve 
overnight. Usually they 
deteriorate, as they get 
older. I personally proved 
this to myself after I took a 
short tour through the school 
just before my graduation 
from Grayling High School 
in 1983. Believe me _ tax- 
payers, the situation is not 
any better. I personally 
figured that the millage 
would pass because 
everyone would understand 
that the school is now no 
longer fit to be a school any- 
more. 

Just what are the tax- 
payers waiting for anyhow?. 


. Are they waiting for a piece 


of plaster to fall on some 
young persons head large 
enough to handicap them for 
the rest of their lives? This, I 
feel is not totally out of the 
question. If plaster was 
falling on our classmates 
heads seven years ago, what 
is going to fall on our studen- 
ts heads next year? 

I believe that my point has 
been made. The School 
Board is not asking the tax- 
payers to build the Brooklyn 
Bridge, or to buy an ocean 
front view in Arizona, or 
anything close to that. The 
only thing that they are ask- 
ing for is some money to 
build a better educational 
facility for our young people, 
so that they can become bet- 
ter educated. It is going to 
make everyone pay a little 
bit more, but which is more 
important; the money or the 
lives of our community’s 
young people. I feel that if 
the people pick the money, 
they are selfish inhumani- 
tarians. 

Sometimes it’s funny to 
think about people. They 
want their kids to go on to 
college and do well in their 
respective careers. How is 
this possible if the student 
does not have a good ground- 
work to start on? Education 
is a long process. One does 
not wake up in the morning 
and turn into a genius. In 
todays modern age, students 
must hecome more educated 
than before because there is 
more job competition. Our 
kids will not get the proper 
start to modern education by 
starting in a school which 
does not meet todays educa- 
tional] needs. I feel that the 
Grayling Middle School is 
now fit for a museum piece, 
and not a place for modern 


learning.

Jury trials for persons charged 
with drunk driving are increasing 
greatly, however, the success rate of 
prosecutions likewise is increasing, 
members of a statewide Drunk 
Driving Task Force were told at 
their initial meeting. 

Ingham County Prosecutor Peter 
Houk said that the new drunk 
driving law, which took effect April 
1, has brought about an increased 
demand for a jury trial ranging from 
500 to 600 percent, but the prosecu- 
tion success rate is up nearly 1,000 
percent. 

Houk suggested the backlog of 
jury requests have resulted because 
_of the potential for driver license 
restrictions. 

He added procedural challenges 
are “‘gumming up the system” when 
the drunken driving cases reach 
trial. 

The task force, appointed under 
provisions of the new act, has begun 
deliberations with an eye toward 
making a preliminary report to the 
governor and Legislature one year 
after the effective date of the act and 
a final report a year later. 

The group decided to support 
proposed amendments to the new 
act including one establishing a new 
section determining that an attem- 
pted offense under the drunk driving 
statute shall be punished as if the of- 
fense had been completed. 

An attempted offense would also 
be subject to the same procedure 
when assessing points and taking 
license action. 

Upon a suggestion by Rev. Allen 
Rice of the Michigan Council on 
Alcohol Problems, the task force 
decided to look into the possibility 
of driver license revocations before a 
case goes to trial. 

Rice said administrative hearings 
satisfy the due process con- 
stitutional requirements in the

Red Cross researchers in 
the thirties developed the 
procedures universally used 
world wide today to draw 
blood from humans, process 
it, store it, and redistribute it 
to hospitals and clinics to 
save the lives of millions of 
our fellow citizens annually. 

American Red Cross Blood 
Services provide over half of 
the blood needs in our Coun- 
try today. Blood itself is 
given freely to American 
Red Cross and American 
Red Cross gives it back 
freely to those who need it to 
maintain theirhealth.

About one third of us 
have A positive and another 
third O positive. The remain- 
ing six types - considered 
“rare” - are: B positive, 8%; 
A negative, 6%; AB positive 
3.5%; B negative, 2%, and 
the rarest of all, AB nega- 
tive, only a half of one per- 
cent - one out of every 200 
persons. 

In the last few years Red 
Cross has developed a 
procedure to freeze rare 
types of blood and it remains 
perfectly usable for ten or 
more years. It is an expen- 
sive process costing almost 
$50 per pint to accomplish, 
but, almost all rare unused 
blood is so frozen to assure 
an adequate supply of rare 
blood for emergencies. 

Some surgical procedures 
require very large amounts 
of blood. Open heart surgery 
for example frequently uses 
25 or more pints. When you 
consider that the average 
human body contains’ only

Very frankly, a 
trip to a wilderness area 
without seeing or hearing a 
loon is not quite but nearly a 
total loss.

WHERBAS, the cost of gas has more than doubled in the 
last six years, and will double again by 1990 unless corrective 
legislative action is taken, and 

WHEREAS, many consumers, particularly those on fixed 
and low incomes, are unable to afford these increased costs, and 

WHEREAS, such price increases are often the result of con- 
tracting practices between gas producers and pipelines which do 
not reflect conditions in the marketplace, and 

WHEREAS, the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
should be given a clear direction from Congress to reform pipe- 
line rate design to allow price signals from the marketplace to 
reach back to pipelines and producers, and 

WHERBAS, a bill, called the Natural Gas Consumer Relief 
Act, has been introduced in Congress, which would curb un- 
warranted increases in the cost of gas, and 

WHEREAS, that bill would roll ceiling prices on natural gas 
back to January 1982 levels - or some 16 to 20 percent - and 
maintain controls on ‘‘old” inexpensive gas, and 

WHEREAS, that bill would ban ail automatic price 
escalators and limit. take-or-pay contracts between producers 
and pipelines to 50 percent of obligation, and 

WHEREAS, that bill would force gas producers and pipeline 
companies to renegotiate all high-priced contracts immediately 
and penalize gas pipeline companies which failed to buy the 
cheapest natural gas available, and 

WHEREAS, MichCon, cur local natural gas distributor, 
fully supports the Natural Gas Consumer Relief Act as being in 
the best interests of both the industry and its customers, now, 
therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, that Grayling Twp. Board supports the 
Natural Gas Consumer Relief Act and urges Congress to do the 
same, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this 
Resolution be sent to all members of the Michigan Congressional 
delegation, the Senate Energy and Natural Resources Commit- 
tee and the House Energy and Commerce Committee requesting 
their support, and 

BE IP FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this 
Resolution be forwarded to the various communities in the area 
requesting support of all citizens interested in stopping higher 
gas prices. 

18, Letter from Don Albosta outlining possible changes in 
the current Federal Revenue Sharing Program which expires 
September 30, 1983. H.R. 2780 State and Local Fiscal Assis- 
tance Act Amendments, This legislation would extend the 
revenue sharing program for three more yeara and increase 
revenue sharing payments to local units of government by $450 
million per year, making the new funding level $5.02 billion per 
year. Otherwise the revenue sharing program remains basically 
unchanged. The Senate Finance Committee has reported out a 
companion bill, S. 1426, maintaining the current level of the pro- 
gram at $4.6 billion per year over the next three years. This is 
the proposal favored by the Reagan Administration. A House- 
Senate Conference Committee will meet to iron out the differen- 
ces between the two bills.
